span, which point is d irectly above tbe

climbed leisurely over the railing, out 
onto the south g ir d e r of the bridge. 
Then, apparen tly w ithout a m o m e n t’s 
hesitation, he ca*t him self from the 
bridge, and landed with a splash In the 
swift c urren t, e ig hty feet below.
